THE man who 
bought show- 
ground rides back 
to Barry Island, has 
pledged to continue 
providing enter¬ 
tainment until any 
new development 
takes place. 

Over the last three 
years, Swansea-born 
Vernon Studt has 
breathed new life into 
the iconic Pleasure Park, 
but Vale councillors 
recently gave outline 
planning permission for 
apartments and an 
indoor leisure complex 
on the site. 

Detailed plans will 
soon be submitted for 
council consideration, 
but Vernon declared: 
“Until the point comes 
when it is not viable to 
provide the rides, I will 
do my best to keep the 
Pleasure Park thriving.” 

Vernon’s family is 
steeped in the fairground 
tradition of south Wales. 
“My great-great Uncle 
Jacob brought one of the 
first fairgrounds to the 
Island in the late 1800s. 

“It’s amazing to think 
that I’m operating at the 
same location all these 
years later.” 

On Good Friday, 
when The GEM caught 
up with him, Vernon had 
decided to forgo the 


excitement of using his 
executive box to watch 
his beloved Swansea 
take on Newcastle 
United because he want¬ 
ed to supervise the 
Easter weekend at the 
Pleasure Park. 

“Business has to 
come first,” he insisted. 
“If the weather is good, 
Easter tends to be the 
biggest bank holiday 
because it is the first in 
the year.” 

The last few seasons 
have shown a steady 
progression as Vernon 
has taken advantage of 
greater space on the site. 

“This is the third year 
that we’ve been here and 
I’ve now got it to the 
standard that I want. 
We’ve got nine major 
rides and 10 children’s 
rides. 

“I enjoy talking to the 
visitors and they are so 
appreciative of what 
we’ve achieved. 

“Of course, people 
come from Cardiff and 
the valleys, but they also 
come from as far afield 
as the Midlands and 
London. 

“There’s no doubt that 
Gavin and Stacey helped 
put Barry Island on the 
map.”

‘developers’ charter’ 


1 AM glad to see 
from the latest 
edition of The 
GEM that you are 
now publishing let¬ 
ters critical of the 
council’s Local 
Development Plan. 

Further to the con¬ 
cerns raised by your 
readers, I wish to add 
that the Local 
Development Plan’s pro¬ 
posed large development 
of some 345 houses in 
the south-east of 
Llantwit Major is actual¬ 
ly on greenfield land that 
is, and always has been, 
part of the protected and 
nationally important 
Glamorgan Heritage 
Coast. 

The LDP states that 
the site “adjoins” the 
Heritage Coast, but it 
only “adjoins” the 
Heritage Coast because 
the LDP itself has 
included the land within 
its new Llantwit Major 
town boundary, thereby 
summarily stripping the 
land of its protection and 
acquiring it for develop¬ 
ment! 

Coun Ernest’s letter 
(GEM, April 5) concern¬ 
ing the proposed devel¬ 
opments in Lavernock 
mentions the “relatively

It is not 
the purpose of the group 
to promote single issues, 
but speakers have been 
invited to our meetings 
to outline their interests 
or campaigns. 

FocusBARRY is not a 
political party and read¬ 
ers can expect a lot 
more mis-information 
along these lines during 
the coming election. 

It’s time the politi¬ 
cians in the Vale 
realised that there is 
more to life, and better 
ways of doing things, 
than obedience to a 
political party. 

FocusBARRY is not 
standing for election, 
but we will be support¬ 
ing, as best we can, 
some independent can¬ 
didates.

easy to satisfy” tests that 
each candidate site for 
development must pass 
before inclusion in the 
LDP. 

However, this site in 
Llantwit Major failed 
even these “easy” tests - 
the council’s own sus¬ 
tainability appraisal 
report (part of the LDP 
process) concludes that 
the site’s “positive 
scores...are significantly 
outweighed by the nega¬ 
tives identified” (page 
1712), and yet it has still 
been included in the 
LDP. 

If the council can 
approve an unsustainable 
housing development on 
a greenfield site within 
the Glamorgan Heritage 
Coast, there is no area of 
land in the Vale, whatev¬ 
er level of protection it 
currently enjoys, that is 
safe from future devel¬ 
opment. 

The LDP is truly a 
developers’ charter. 

It is to be hoped that 
the independent planning 
inspector, and (hopeful¬ 
ly) a new council after 
the May election, will 
sort this mess out.

I T seems to me 
that even

HISTORIC FIRST 
FOR BARRY! 


T HIS year, 
April 6 
marked the 
95th anniversary of 
the United States 
declaring war on 
Germany and the 
central powers dur¬ 
ing World War 
One. 

On that day, sauer¬ 
kraut was renamed ‘lib¬ 
erty cabbage’ and the 
war took ‘sauerkraut’ on 
a linguistic and military 
aspect. 

Barry has a little foot¬ 
note in its own history to 
go with this dramatic, 
and conflict-changing 
declaration, as our then 
small town in Wales was 
the first location in 
Europe where American 
troops landed en route to 
the Western Front. 

One TV documentary 
of the period states that 
Liverpool was the first 
place of disembarkation, 


I am reliably informed 
that more than 3,000 
residents regularly rely 
on Barry Sports Centre 
to play their sports 
every week. 

Whilst the funding 
required is significant, it 
would benefit all those 
Vale residents. So, 
should the council pri¬ 
oritise spending in a 
way that will benefit the 
largest number of 
ratepayers? 

Should they make 
their priority those with 
the greatest need or not? 

It appears to me that 
they do not and it is 
absolutely scandalous 
that they haven’t. 

I can’t help wondering, 
what were the criteria 
for ignoring Barry 
Sports Centre. 

I know that a feasibil¬ 
ity study was undertak¬ 
en some years ago look¬ 
ing into the possibility 
of building houses on 
the site; but this uncov¬ 
ered a restrictive 
covenant preserving the 
playing field status. 

I understand that all 
playing fields were to 
be re-registered as part 


of the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee year, but only 
the Butts has been re¬ 
registered, omitting the 
sports centre fields. 

Will this have the 
effect of weakening the 
restrictive covenant? 

Council politicians 
often spend money on 
popular community 
projects just before elec¬ 
tions and Barry Sports 
Centre is one such proj¬ 
ect, important not just to 
the residents of Dyfan 
but to residents through¬ 
out the Vale. 

I know that Dyfan 
ward has always been a 
political battleground 
and they have had four 
years to resolve this 
issue. 

So come on, Coun 
Kemp, when can we 
expect to hear the long 
overdue announcement 
that you are going to 
pledge £400,000 to 
refurbish Barry Sports 
Centre?

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‘Demolition of 
school buildings 
is premature’ 


COUNCILLORS in 
Dinas Powys say 
they are shocked 
that the St Cyres 
Annexe site build¬ 
ings might be ear¬ 
marked for demoli¬ 
tion. 

Work on the £48 mil¬ 
lion Penarth Learning 
Community scheme will 
start later this year, but it 
means the satellite loca¬ 
tion in Dinas will not be 
required. 

However, local coun¬ 
cillors claim the build¬ 
ings may have a future 
purpose and that if 
knocked down taxpay¬ 
ers might be the losers. 

Coun Val Hartrey told 
The GEM: “As council¬ 
lors for Dinas Powys, 
we are appalled to hear 
that the school buildings 
on the site are to be 
demolished when the 
site has been vacated. 

“The Local Deposit 
Plan (LDP) states any 
change of use has to first 
and foremost consider 
the potential of using the 
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building for other com¬ 
munity purposes. Why 
is this not happening in 
this case? 

“As the Penarth 
Learning Community 
planning application has 
yet to be determined and 
the finance for the 
development is not 
dependent on the sale of 
the annexe site, the pro¬ 
posal to demolish the 
buildings is, to say the 
least, premature and 
irresponsible.” 

‘SECURITY’ 

Coun Hartrey said the 
danger was that in the 
long term the taxpayer 
would be short changed. 

“In the present eco¬ 
nomic climate, it seems 
unbelievable that it is 
proposed to demolish 
buildings that are in rel¬ 
atively good repair, 
although some upgrade 
is required. 

“The cost of the orig¬ 
inal build to the tax¬ 
payer for educational 


purposes is being totally 
disregarded when 
responses to the draft 
plan will surely express 
an opinion that the site 
could be used for com¬ 
munity uses such as life¬ 
long learning classes, 
the use of the present 
sports pitches, a home 
for a church, or allot¬ 
ments. There are possi¬ 
bly other uses too.” 

Coun Hartrey said she 
believed that the ration¬ 
ale behind demolition 
was flawed, adding that 
a fear of vandalism was 
not a good enough rea¬ 
son to knock buildings 
down. 

“We anticipate that 
health and safety rea¬ 
sons for the proposed 
action will be cited. 

“We also appreciate 
that some form of secu¬ 
rity will be needed to 
safeguard the building 
after the site is vacated 
but the future use of the 
site has not yet been 


determined.” 

A spokeswoman for 
the Vale Council 
explained that the land 
and the buildings com¬ 
prising the Dinas Powys 
site are currently owned 
by St Cyres 
Comprehensive School. 

“The school has 
recently published a 
statutory notice to 
change its status from a 
foundation school to a 
community school. 

“Should the Welsh 
Government agree the 
change of status, owner¬ 
ship of the land and 
buildings will transfer to 
the council and the 
future thereof will be 
subject to the usual deci¬ 
sion making processes 
within the council.” 

The spokeswoman 
added: “Whilst it is like¬ 
ly that officers would 
recommend the demoli¬ 
tion of the buildings, 
this will not be consid¬ 
ered by cabinet mem¬ 
bers until such time that 
the council is in legal 
ownership of the site.”

Ramblers trek back 
to an industrial past 


TWELVE Penarth 
and District 
Ramblers were 
lured out to join 
Clive on an indus¬ 
trial tour of the 
area around 
Blaenavon, which 
grew up as part of 
the iron industry. 

From part of the Iron 
Trail the group made 
their way to view 
Foxhunter, the famous 
show jumper ’5 grave 
and memorial, which is 
on Blorenge. 

Passing across 
Mynydd y Garn-fawr 
they crossed the Afon 
Lwyd before joining the 
River Usk at Caerleon, 
and passed through 
Cwm Afon to begin their 
ascent of Mynydd 
Varteg Fawr. 

After lunch, they fol¬ 
lowed the contours onto 
Mynydd Coety, which 
overlooks the site of the 
Old Blaenavon 
Ironworks that opened 
in 1789. 

Next to the iron¬ 
works, and originally 
known as Kearsley’s Pit, 
stands Big Pit, which 


earned its name because 
of the large elliptical 
shaft measuring 18 by 
13-feet, enough to 
accommodate two 
tramways, and over the 
years it had several 
industrial accidents, 
some of which proved 
fatal. 

In the 1860s the new 
steelworks at Forgeside 
was completed and 
Coity Pond standing 
next to Big Pit was 
utilised in the manage¬ 
ment of supplying water 
to the steam engines at 
Forgeside. 

The group passed the 
Dyne steel incline 
before taking a detour 
to the Pwll-du southern 
tunnel entrance where 
horse-drawn trams were 
originally used, before 
returning by track and 
meadow to their start, 
just in time to beat a 
shower of rain.

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VALE MP’s VIEWPOINT 

Vale funding shortfall 
- ‘enough is enough ’ 


T HE Vale of 

Glamorgan is one 
one of the poorest 
funded council areas in 
Wales by the Welsh 
Government. 

Nearly three quarters of all 
council spend is received direct¬ 
ly from the Welsh Government 
and we are underfunded to the 
tune of millions of pounds, 
compared to neighbouring 
councils such as Bridgend and 
even Cardiff. 

I was appalled at the research 
findings I commissioned recent¬ 
ly from the House of Commons 
library. I had asked the library 
to establish the total money that 
the Welsh Government distrib¬ 
ute to all councils according to 
a per person spend. 

The data was alarming and 
showed that the Vale is missing 
out significantly. The Vale 
Council receives significantly 
less per person than that given 
to neighbouring Bridgend, 
Cardiff and Rhondda Cynon 
Taff local authorities. 

The Vale receive £77 less per 
person than is granted to 
Cardiff; £188 less per person 
than is given to Bridgend and a 
staggering £425 less than is 
handed out to Rhondda Cynon 
Taff. 

If these figures were multi¬ 
plied up to a total, according to 
our population, the council 
would have an additional £9.5m 
to spend year in year out if we 
received the same level of fund¬ 
ing as Cardiff. _

as Bridgend, the Vale would 
receive an additional £23m each 
year. 

And if the Vale was funded at 
the same level as Rhondda 
Cynon Taff, we would benefit 
from £53.5m extra each and 
every year. 

After all, it costs the same to 
pay a build a school here in the 
Vale as it does in any other 
community in Wales. 

The cost of a teacher or 
resurfacing a road is much the 
same in each part of Wales. 

There is a need for further 
school investment locally and a 
secondary school would cost up 
to £20m. If we were funded the 
same as Bridgend, the Vale 
could build a new school every 


year. We are being overlooked 
by millions of pounds every 
year, and I just cannot under¬ 
stand why the Vale receive such 
a poor deal from the Welsh 
Government. 

Enough is enough. 

The Vale is missing out, and 
as has been pointed out in the 
past, Welsh Government has 
skewed funding against areas 
such as the Vale, 

Pembrokeshire, Monmouth and 
Powys. These are the poorest 
funded areas in Wales. 

I have written to the 
Assembly’s Finance Minister 
asking her to review local gov¬ 
ernment funding, and I call on 
others to voice their concerns. 
These differences have devel¬ 
oped over years and enough is 
enough. 

In credit to the Vale Council, 
recent audits have highlighted 
their efficiency, but that is not 
an excuse for the Welsh 
Government to send money 
away from us to their heart¬ 
lands. 

As one of the financial 
engine rooms of Wales, the Vale 
needs to be protected. Some 
parts of the Vale share similar 
deprivation levels as other areas 
of Wales. 

Indeed, some wards in Barry 
are amongst the most deprived 
in Wales. 

I do hope that the Welsh 
Government will look again at 
their strategy for local govern¬ 
mentfunding, to make sure that 
it’s a more level playing field 
for the Vale, and for all local 
authorities in Wales.

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St Athan offers ‘bright new prospects’ 

Enterprise zone 
confirmed in Vale 


THE new enterprise 
zone in the Vale, 
covering St Athan 
and Cardiff 

Airport, was con¬ 
firmed recently at a 
launch meeting. 

The announcement 
was made by the 
Business and Enterprise 
Minister, Edwina Hart 
AM, at the British 
Airways Maintenance 


Centre (BAMC), where 
Vale AM Jane Hutt wel¬ 
comed the Minister and 
the chair of the 
Enterprise Zone Planning 
Group, Professor Garel 
Rhys, for the launch of 
the St Athan and Airport 
Enterprise Zone. 

It was pointed out that 
BAMC had taken on 
apprentices and also 160 
new staff over the past 
year. Many of these, it 


was stated, were local 
skilled aerospace engi¬ 
neers who had worked at 
St Athan. 

Jane Hutt said: “The 
launch of the St Athan 
and Airport Enterprise 
Zone marks a significant 
commitment by the 
Welsh Government, with 
bright new prospects for 
the local economy and 
the wider aerospace sec¬ 
tor in south-east Wales. 

“We also heard the 
excellent news that 
BAMC will be undertak¬ 
ing the maintenance of 
the new 787 aircraft 
engines at the Rhoose 
site providing new 
opportunities for a 
skilled workforce. 

“Professor Garel Rhys 
will lead the enterprise 
zone over the next few 
months to ensure we 
have the best start to this 
exciting new develop¬ 
ment for our local econo¬ 
my.” 

However, the Vale MP, 
Alun Cairns, has 
expressed his anger and 
frustration that Barry has 
been left in the cold.. 

Mr Cairns said: 
“Naturally, I am pleased 
that we are making 
progress at St Athan but 
am very sorry that Barry 
has missed out. It wasn’t 
an either or - St Athan 
and Barry should have 
been included. 

“I am also concerned 


that Wales is behind the 
game in the roll-out and 
delivery of these zones, 
with many zones in 
England already up and 
running. 

“We now need to capi¬ 
talise on the skills of the 
staff who have worked at 
the site and make sure 
that we retain these skills 
and expert knowledge 
base within our commu¬ 
nity. 

“The Welsh 

Government need to act 
quickly to make their 
aerospace park become a 
reality as part of their 
enterprise zone scheme. 
I’m in touch with the 
MoD regarding the plans 
for the superhanger, and 
am optimistic about the 
outcome.” 

He returned to the sub¬ 
ject of Barry: “I will con¬ 
tinue to press the Welsh 
Government to extend 
the area to include Barry 
- to help regenerate the 
area and attract new 
employers. The case for 
Barry as an enterprise 
zone is convincing, with 
strong support from resi¬ 
dents and businesses 
alike. 

“Barry is Wales’ 
biggest town and I do 
hope that the Welsh 
Government will heed 
our calls and help us rein¬ 
vigorate and diversify 
employment for Barry.”

BEECHWOOD College 
launched the national art 
competition, Create! Art 
for Autism 2012, at a par¬ 
liamentary reception in 
London, hosted by Alun 
Cairns, MP for the Vale. 

In its second year, the compe¬ 
tition has attracted high profile 
judges, including TV presenters 
Jane Asher and Gaby Roslin, and 


Mark Lever, chief executive of 
the National Autistic Society. 

The judging panel also includes 
Mr Cairns MP, Hugh Morgan, 
chief executive of Autism Cymru 
and Brendan Burns, twice winner 
of the National Eisteddfod Gold 
Medal in fine art and lecturer at 
the University of Glamorgan. 

It is open to all young people 
aged 11-25 years with an Autistic 
Spectrum Condition (ASC) 
including Asperger’s Syndrome. 


They are invited to enter the 
four main categories: 2D art, 3D 
art, digital art and poetry. 

The finalists’ artwork will 
form a national art tour involving 
Cardiff, Bristol, Birmingham and 
London. 

Closing date for the competi¬ 
tion is May 18. Finalists will 
then be announced on June 12 
and the awards ceremony will 
take place on July 6. 


Supernatural visitors on 
Barry Island ghost train 


THE famous seaside resort of 
Barry Island (known in Welsh 
as Ynys y Barri) gets its name 
from St Baruc from the 6th 
Century. 

It looks out across the Bristol 
Channel, and remained as an iso¬ 
lated island until the 1880s.Barry 
Island was first documented in 
1087, when the Vikings invaded 
the waters around the area. 

Evidence of Stone Age settle¬ 
ments have also been found by 
archaeologists, who unearthed 
Mesolithic flint tools at Friars 
Point, as well as Bronze Age bur¬ 
ial mounds or cairns. 

Immigrants are thought to have 
flocked to the area, where indica¬ 
tions of both Bronze Age and Iron 
Age Celtic cultures inhabited the 
island. A Celtic tribe, the Silures 
also left their mark, and even the 
Romans are thought to have occu¬ 
pied the islet. 

It was during the Roman era 
that St Baruc, who was a disciple 
of St. Cadoc, visited the island, 
and on being sent back to Flat 
Holm to retrieve notes to read to 
the people from St Cadoc, 
drowned in the treacherous waters 
of the Channel. 

His body was buried in a chapel 
dedicated to him in Friars Road, 
where its ruins are still visible. 

The island would probably 
have been overshadowed by 
woodland during ancient times, so 


it would only be possible to reach 
it by boat or on foot across the 
sands at low tide. But over time, 
the trees were felled to cultivate 
the land for farming. 

The leisure park was founded 
by Vernon Studt from Bavaria, 
who began his life on the island 
dealing horses, before opening the 
first showground on Barry Island 
beach in the late 1800s. 

During the 1880s, Barry Island 
(or peninsula as it is also known) 
became connected to the mainland 
when Barry town began to 
expand. Barry Docks was estab¬ 
lished by David Davies, and 
opened by the Barry Railway 
Company in 1896 when the line 
was completed to carry steam 
trains. 

Butlins, on the hill at Nell’s 
Point, was the smallest camp built 
in UK, opening for business in 
1966. Over 800 chalets were built 
to accommodate people and 
Butlins sold the business in 1986 
to Majestic Holidays. The camp 
eventually closed in 1996 with the 
land cleared by 2005. 

Wales is known for its tales of 
myths and legends, and Barry 
Island seems to hold its own 
account of folklore and ghostly 
tales. 

The hazy image of a lady 
dressed in old-fashioned clothing 
is understood to walk the hills 
around Whitmore Bay. It is not 


known who she was, but why 
would this lady want to revisit a 
place that would be unrecognis¬ 
able to her today, in a modem 
world beyond her understanding? 

On clear, moonlit nights in the 
depths of the Bristol Channel, a 
mysterious ghost ship is said to 
trawl the seas around the island, 
only to vanish into thin air. Could 
this distinct image be a ship from 
a bygone era, or just an illusion of 
the mind? 

Within the grounds of the 
Pleasure Park, the ghost train is 
thought to attract visitors of the 
supernatural kind. Tmcks inside 
this fearful attraction have been 
said to run along the tracks on 
their own accord for no apparent 
reason. 

One account describes an 
unrecognisable passenger travel¬ 
ling in one of the tmcks, only to 
disappear in an instant. Who 
could this mysterious person be, 
and could they have had links with 
funfairs from a departed era? 

The legend of aliens circling the 
skies around the island is a mod¬ 
ern mythical tale. They are said to 
descend on the area in search of 
fish and other modern foodstuffs. 

But is this a story of fantasy, or 
just a tale of make-believe? Fact 
or fiction ? Only you can decide...

A TRANSPORT 
charity is claiming 
that the Vale rail¬ 
way system could 
miss out on invest¬ 
ment, leaving it as 
an old, ‘dirty’ sys¬ 
tem that would 
hamper local devel¬ 
opment. 

Lee Waters, the direc¬ 
tor of the sustainable 
transport charity, 

Sustrans, says that there 
is a real danger that the 
electrification of the val¬ 
leys lines will exclude 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
line. 

He told The GEM: “If 
the rest of the valleys 
network are upgraded 
and the line through 
Barry is not, we will face 
the prospect of old fash¬ 
ioned ‘dirty’ trains run¬ 
ning slowly from the 
Vale into Cardiff, where 
passengers will have to 
change onto modern 
electric-powered trains 
for onward journeys. 

“At a time when the 
passenger demand at 
Barry will be increasing, 
this sends all the wrong 
messages.” 

Mr Waters is calling 
for local politicians to 
put aside party interests 
to come together to cam¬ 
paign for the Vale line to 
be included in the elec¬ 
trification programme - 
a programme that is like¬ 
ly to be given the go- 
ahead over the next cou¬ 
ple of months. 

He said: “I think an 
alliance of all parties, 
Pride in Barry, the Vale 
Council and local busi¬ 
nesses could be crucial 
in persuading the UK 
Department for 

Transport (DfT) to elec¬ 
trify the whole valleys 
network and not just the 
‘core’ valleys - which is 
as I understand it the

current position.” 

Mr Waters said that he 
had been part of a cross¬ 
party delegation with 
businesses and charities 
to Westminster recently 
to lobby for the electrifi¬ 
cation of the whole of 
the valleys lines, and the 
mainline to Swansea. 

He said that such 
infrastructure invest¬ 
ment was not devolved, 
and would be assessed 
by the UK Government. 
As such, Wales would 
have to compete with a 
number of English 
schemes, including the 
Northern Hub (rail 
schemes in and around 
Manchester) and 

Midland Mainline 
Electrification. 

Mr Waters said that he 
understood that, as 
things stand, the DfT is 
more likely to back the 
midlands than the Vale 
investment. 

He added: “We need 
to make an united case 
for the wider benefits to 
the whole south Wales 
economy. 

“A fully electrified 
network provides for the 
most efficient fleet and 
lowest cost operations, 
as well as providing a 
comprehensive founda¬ 
tion for a region wide 
economic regeneration.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said: “Having met the 
Secretary of State for 
Transport to discuss the 
issue just two weeks 
ago, I am delighted that 
the Prime Minister gave 
positive noises during 
his visit to Barry last 
Thursday. 

“ I ensured that when 
they talk about the 
Valleys line, that it also 
incorporates the Vale of 
Glamorgan line, too! 

“There are a few 


issues that the Welsh 
Government and 

Department for 

Transport need to co¬ 
operate on but am I pos¬ 
itive for a good outcome. 

“It is hard to believe 
that Wales is the only 
part of the UK not to be 
electrified in any way. 

“ Those who are com¬ 
plaining loudest need to 
be aware of the record 
over the last 15 years, 
when we were left out of 
electrification.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
said: “The Welsh 

Government has submit¬ 
ted a business case to the 
UK Department of 
Transport for the electri¬ 
fication of the entire 
Valleys Rail network- 
including the Vale. 

“It is vital that the 
Vale of Glamorgan line 
is included in the electri¬ 
fication of the Valleys 
Lines, to support the 
regeneration of Barry 
and the successful 
implementation of the St 
Athan Enterprise Zone 
launched last week. 

“I have raised this 
with the Transport 
Minister, Carl Sargeant 
AM and he has respond¬ 
ed, saying, ‘The UK 
Government will be 
deciding its rail invest¬ 
ment priorities for 
England and Wales., 
between now and July. 

“I am in continuing 
dialogue with the 
Secretary of State for 
Transport, pressing the 
case for this investment 
in the strongest terms.” 

Paul Haley, of Pride 
in Barry, said that he 
supported any moderni¬ 
sation of the Vale rail¬ 
way line. 

However, he felt that 
electrification was not 
the only answer. 

He said: “There needs 
to be more joined-up 
thinking about the rail 
network. 

“I travel to London on 
business and frequently 
face long waits on the 
platform, because con¬ 
necting routes from the 
Vale and Valley lines are 
poorly synchronised 
with the trains to 
London.”

The Gorsedd of the 
Bards is a society of 
poets, writers, musicians, 
artists and individuals 
who have made a notable 
contribution to the 
nation, its language and 
culture. 

It is the Gorsedd 
which is responsible for 
the pageantry of the 
National Eisteddfod of 
Wales and it organizes 
and presents the colour¬ 
ful and dramatic cere¬ 
monies which are held 
during the Eisteddfod. 

The Gorsedd, as you 
may have read recently 
in The GEM, was the 
creative invention of Iolo 
Morganwg, one of

Wales’ most famous and 
eccentric scholars, who 
felt that it should be 
made known that the 
Welsh were the direct 
descendants of Celtic 
culture and heritage. 

Iolo Morgannwg - or 
Edward Williams to give 
him his real name - was 
born at Pen-onn, near 
Llancarfan, and was 
raised in the village of 
Flemingston in the Vale 
of Glamorgan. 

The Gorsedd of Bards 
first came together in 
1792, not in Wales as you 
might expect, but on 
Primrose Hill in London. 

It made its first 
appearance at the 
Eisteddfod in 

Carmarthen in 1819, and 
from the time that the 
National was born in 
1860-1861. Its close 
association with the festi¬ 
val has remained. 
Nowdays, an Eisteddfod 
without the Gorsedd of 
Bards is unthinkable. 

The head of the 
Gorsedd of Bards is the 
Archdruid, who is elect¬ 
ed for a term of three 
years, and is responsible 
for conducting the 
Gorsedd ceremonies dur¬ 
ing the Proclamation and 
Eisteddfod week. The 
current Archdruid is T 
James Jones or Jim Parc 
Nest to give his bardic 
name. 


The ceremony in 
which the winning poet 
is chaired for composing 
a collection of poems, an 
ode or other poem - all in 
strict metre on a specific 
subject - is one of high¬ 
lights of the Gorsedd of 
the Bards’ pageantry at 
every National 

Eisteddfod. It is held on 
the Friday afternoon of 
the Eisteddfod week. 

It is a very old cere¬ 
mony. The custom of 
competing for a chair in 
the King’s court was 
already well-established 
in Hywel Dda’s time in 
the tenth century and 
when the Lord Rhys held 
his Eisteddfod. In 
Cardigan in 1176, the 
prize for the chief poet 
and chief musician was a 
chair each. 

Having re-established 
the eisteddfodic move¬ 
ment in Bala in 1789, 
winning the chair 
became the ambition of 
every poet, although 
there was no Gorsedd 
ceremony associated 
with it yet. 

It was at the first 
provincial Eisteddfod in 
Dyfed/Dinefwr in 

Carmarthen in 1819 that 
Iolo succeeded in linking 
the rites of the Gorsedd 
of the Bards with the cer¬ 
emony of Chairing the 
winning Bard. 

In 1867, it was decid¬ 



ed to assign the chair for 
an ode in strict metre and 
to award a crown for the 
best pryddest in free 
metre. 

The chairing ceremo¬ 
ny at 1917 Birkenhead 
Eisteddfod was both 
memorable and harrow¬ 
ing. Hedd Wyn was the 
bardic name of Ellis 
Humphrey Evans, a 
Trawsfynydd shepherd 
and gifted poet. 

Following success in 
local competitions and a 
second place for the chair 
in the National 
Eisteddfod at 

Aberystwyth, Ellis set his 
sights on the chair at the 
Birkenhead Eisteddfod 
of 1917. 

Ellis joined the thou¬ 
sands of soldiers serving 
on the Western Front dur¬ 
ing World War I and 
drew upon his wartime 
experiences to write the 
poem Yr Arwr (The 
Hero), which describes 
the realities of war for 
both the soldiers and 
their families back home. 

Back in Birkenhead, 
as the judges called out 
the name of the victori¬ 
ous bard, there was 
silence in the auditorium. 
Hedd Wyn had been 


killed six weeks earlier 
on July 31, 1917, during 
the battle for Pilckem 
Ridge, Ypres. 

After the war, a peti¬ 
tion was submitted to the 
Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission, and 
it was granted that his 
grave in Belgium did not 
read simply E H Ellis, 
but Y Prifardd Hedd Wyn 
(The Principal Bard, 
Hedd Wyn). 

The crowning ceremo¬ 
ny, which is held on the 
Monday of the 
Eisteddfod week, is an 
equally impressive cere¬ 
mony. 

During this ceremony 
for the first time during 
the Eisteddfod week the 
‘Flower Dance’ will be 
performed. The Flower 
Dance is a colourful part 
of the Gorsedd cere¬ 
monies. 

Local girls are chosen 
to perform the dance, 
which is based on a pat¬ 
tern of flower gathering 
from the fields. 

Girls aged nine to 11 
from all over the Vale of 
Glamorgan were invited 
to an open audition last 
year to select the Flower 
Dancers; 34 were suc¬ 
cessful and performed 
the dance for the first 
time at the Proclamation 
Ceremony in Barry 
which was held in June. 

The dance portrays the 


gathering of meadow 
flowers and the girls 
dress in green tunics 
adorned with wild flow¬ 
ers. However, it is a com¬ 
paratively recent rite. It 
was performed for the 
first time at the 
Machynlleth 
Proclamation ceremony 
in 1936 and it was 
devised by Cynan, the 
Gorsedd Recorder, and 
junior school teachers 
from the area. 

One of the most 
prominent roles played 
during these ceremonies 
will be that by ex- 
Scarlets and Wales rugby 
player Robin McBryde 
as the Grand Sword 
Bearer. It will be Robin 
who carries the Great 
Gorsedd sword during 
the Gorsedd processions 
and during the 
Ceremonies themselves 
holding it aloft to the 
Archdruids’ call for 
peace. 

Carrying a sword was 
one of the rituals in Iolo 
Morganwg's first 

Gorsedd held in 
Primrose Hill. Iolo, a 
pacifist, wanted to 
emphasise that the Bards 
met in peace and when a 
naked sword was placed 
on the Logan Stone (the 
main stone in the middle 
of the Gorsedd Circle 
where the Archdruid 
stands) they proceeded to 


sheath it as a symbol of 
peace in Gorsedd. 

In 1888, Phillip Yorke 
of Erddig Hall presented 
a ceremonial sword to 
the Gorsedd which was 
used until the turn of the 
century. Then, in 1899, 
Professor Hubert 

Herkomer designed a 
Grand Sword for the 
Gorsedd. On the scab¬ 
bard the following mot¬ 
toes were inscribed: 

“7 Gwir yn erbyn y 
Byd’ (The Truth against 
the World, motto of the 
Gorsedd of the Isle of 
Britain); 'Duw a phob 
DaionV (God and all 
Goodness, the Chair of 
Glamorgan and Gwent); 
'Colon wrth Galon ’ 
(Heart to Heart, the Chair 
of Dyfed); ‘A Laddo a 
Leddir'f He who Kills 
shall be Killed, the Chair 
of Powys); ‘ Iesu na ad 
gamwaith ’ (Jesus, let 
there be no injustice, the 
Chair of Gwynedd). 

This is the Grand 
Sword still in use today. 

The Gorsedd 

Ceremonies at the Vale of 
Glamorgan Eisteddfod 
will be held on Monday, 
August 6 (crowning cer¬ 
emony), Wednesday, 
August 8 (Literary 
medal) and Friday, 
August 10 (Chairing cer¬ 
emony).

The overall winner, crowned ‘Young School 
Gardener of the Year 2012’, will in addition spend 
a day at a RHS garden of their choice, working 
with a RHS gardener and receive family tickets to 
either RHS Tatton Park Flower Show or RHS 
Hampton Court Palace Flower Show 2013. 

Jacky Chave, RHS strategic schools manager, 
says: “Gardening in schools is a fantastic way of 
engaging young people in learning. Thanks to our 
campaign more than half of all primary school 
pupils in the country are gardening. 

“If through this competition we discover the next 
Monty Don, Alan Titchmarsh or Chris Collins, who 
in turn will inspire their friends and classmates to 
get into gardening, then how fantastic.”

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Snow White story is 
the fairest of them all! 


I N this slightly 
more cynical 
and weary age 
we live, it seems 
that the fairytales 
that nursed us 
through our child¬ 
hood need to be 
updated for modern 
audiences. 

The likes of Red 
Riding Hood and Hansel 
and Gretel have, or will 
be, toughened up by 
Hollywood, while the 
tale of Snow White will 
be pulling double duty, 
with the Kristen Stewart¬ 
starring Snow White and 
The Huntsman due out 
later in the year, while 
Mirror Mirror hits cine¬ 
mas now. 

Starring Lily Collins 
as Snow, it follows her 
story as she is banished 
from the kingdom by her 
wicked stepmother (Julia 
Roberts), only to meet 
up with a band of seven 
dwarves who, along with 
the charming Prince 
Alcott (Armie Hammer), 
may be able to help her 
free her townspeople, 
and herself, from the 
clutches of the queen... 

When thinking of 
fairytales you think of 
grand castles, gorgeous 
costumes, beautiful 
princesses and handsome 
princes; and certainly 


Mirror Mirror doesn't 
scrimp on any of those 
elements. 

But rather than simply 
place a pantomime on 
the big screen director 
Tarsem Singh unleashes 
a volley of colour and 
visual inventiveness that 
makes Mirror Mirror a 
pleasing, if unsubstan¬ 
tial, distraction that 
makes for a entertaining 
piece of work. 

Storytelling has never 
been Singh’s forte, the 
arch visuals of the likes 
of Immortals , The Cell 
and The Fall looking 
gorgeous yet having 
very little in terms of 
storytelling drive. 

Given the source 
material he’s working 
from here, cleverly 
tweaked for an audience 
made all the more know¬ 
ing by the likes of the 
Shrek franchis, he just 
about keeps the story 
flowing - but given that 
it is basic in the extreme 
then that is hardly the 
most glowing of refer¬ 
ences. 

Instead the weight 
falls on the magical 
world he has created, a 
snowy wonderland that 
strikes the right balance 
of beauty and grittiness, 
throwing the characters 
into a hyper-stylised uni¬ 
verse that, by Singh's 
standards, could be

described as low-key. 

While the film looks 
gorgeous, Singh occa¬ 
sionally adds some beau¬ 
tifully stylised moments, 
a magical puppet attack 
on the dwarves hideout 
cleverly realised both in 
concept and execution, 
while the film has a 
glossy sheen that will 
certainly capture the eye. 


Story-wise, Jason 
Keller and Melisa 
Wallack adapt the origi¬ 
nal story and add just the 
right level of nodding 
and winking, thankfully 
not reducing the film to 
pop culture references 
but instead playing on 
the conventions of the 
story. 

The dialogue is 
sparky and witty, and if 
some characters are left 
a little too shapeless, it's 
more down to the neces¬ 
sity of the story rather 
than any shortcomings 
on the script. 

The performances are 
solidly entertaining, Lily 
Collins’ turn a little too 
bland, but she does man¬ 
age a sparkle in the eye 
that, sadly, lays underde¬ 
veloped; while Armie 
Hammer's prince is 
given extra-depth by the 
actor’s likeably game 
performance, skewering 
the dashing hero and 
happily playing the fool 
with great comedic 
effect. 

Nathan Lane, as 
always, delivers a pleas¬ 
ing support turn, all 
witty asides and quips, 
while the dwarves man¬ 
age to distinguish them¬ 
selves individually while 
sharing a good chem¬ 
istry.

Julia Roberts sink her 
teeth into the villainous 
role of the evil queen, 
and the actress delivers a 
strong turn, mixing 
malevolence with 
humour. 

Her queen is an out 
and out villain but not 
one you’re too willing to 
boo and hiss at, given 
how good her turn is. If 
Roberts is relaxing her 
output, as it appears she 
is, then the promise of 
more turns as playful as 
this one is more than 
welcome. 

As entertaining a film 
as Mirror Mirror is, 
there is little weight or 
substance to the film; 
instead it simply plays as 
a fairytale writ large, and 
while innocence seems a 
virtue long forgotten in 
the cinema, it’s for that 
very reason that Mirror 
Mirror is the fairest of 
them all! 

VERDICT A satis 
fyingly lightweight 
fairytale, Mirror Mirror 
is a beautifully shot film 
that uses Tarsem Singh’s 
visual ability while get¬ 
ting strong performances 
from Armie Hammer 
and Julia Roberts. 

Shorn of too much 
cynicism, Mirror Mirror 
is pleasing and, though 
insubstantial, more than 
watchable.

Exploring eBay 

at Barry Computer Club 


MOST people have 
thrown something 
away with the 
thought at the back 
of their mind that 
someone, some¬ 
where, might like to 
have it - but it would 
be impossible to find 
that person - and 
Kevin S gave us a 
talk on how such 
thoughts led to the 
rise of internet auc¬ 
tion house eBay. 

In 1985 a computer 
programmer in 

California offered a bro¬ 
ken laser pointer for sale 
as part of an auction he 
wanted to try out on his 
own website. He called 
it Auction Web. 

To his surprise, some¬ 
one wanted to buy it. He 
contacted the buyer to be 
sure that he knew it was 
broken and the buyer 
said yes and that he 
wanted it anyway. The 
internet has made it pos¬ 
sible to find the person 
who wants what you do 
not. 

It resulted in the 
launch of eBay in 1997, 
as transactions were run¬ 
ning at 200,000 a month, 
having grown from 
250,000 for the whole of 
1996. It went interna¬ 
tional in 1999 and con¬ 
tinued to grow. 

In 2010, it sold $62 
billion (more than 
$2,000 a second). This 
includes a passenger 
vehicle every two min¬ 
utes; a motorcycle every 
six minutes and (once) a 
Gulfstream Jet for $4.9

Kevin then introduced 
the site proper and 
explained how to buy 
and sell effectively. 

He displayed the 
opening page of the 
eBay site and showed 
how to register as a 
member, but explained 
that if you don’t want to 
become a member 
immediately, it is quite 
okay to look around as a 
guest to get the feel of 
how it all works. 

If you want to bid on 
an item, or to put an item 
on watch to keep track of 
it, then you would have 
to sign up. This requires 
your name, address and 
email address, after 
which you choose a 
username and your pass¬ 
word. So far, there is 
nothing to pay. 

Once registered, you 
are invited to start sell¬ 
ing or browsing the auc¬ 
tion categories. Selling 
involves a charge for the 
eBay service, depending 


on the values involved 
and how much informa¬ 
tion you want to include, 
such as additional photo¬ 
graphs. 

You will know the 
cost before you commit 
to the auction. If you 
browse and wish to bid 
for something, you may 
do so. 

Kevin offered hints 
and tips on how to use 
the site to the best 
advantage and fielded a 
range of questions. This 
included advice on how 
to describe what you are 
selling and to find out 
the correct postage costs 
to show the buyer.

WHAT is Great Britain famous for? 
Entrepreneurs like Sir Richard Branson 
and Sir Philip Green, great musicians like 
Sir Paul McCartney, footballers and the 
Royal family. 

If asked that question 25 years ago, I would have 
included car manufacturing, too. 

However, while the UK is still among the best at 
it, there are sadly few, if any, entirely British-owned 
brands, and therefore in my book I don’t feel we can 
claim this field as our own. 

Yes, I know that Nissan, Ford, Jaguar Land 
Rover, Rolls Royce and Bentley all build cars here 
but they’re foreign owned. 

That small point is quickly forgotten, though, 
when you’re fortunate enough to be entrusted with 
the Bentley Continental GT Coupe Cabriolet 6.0 
W12. 

It’s a massive responsibility to look after some¬ 
thing that currently costs more than the house I live 
in. Needless to say I worry about leaving it alone, 
just in the same way that I do with my precious baby 
daughter, Harriett. 



MOTORING WITH 
TIM SAUNDERS 


This remains in the back of your mind at all 
times. But it does not take away the sheer joy that 
comes in savouring the beautifully sculpted cabrio¬ 
let, on experiencing the roof dropping and on hear¬ 
ing the note of the engine as it bursts into life. 

The quality of materials both inside and out are 
the best man can buy, and it is very pleasing to know 
that all Bentley vehicles are still manufactured in 
Crewe, Cheshire, even though Germany-based VW 
is in charge. 

On first acquaintance, after regaining a modicum 
of self-control and sobriety, it is necessary to load 
Harriett’s Mothercare Oyster pushchair into the 
boot. 

Simply press the boot function on the £200 luxu¬ 
ry Bentley key fob and watch the lid effortlessly 
open. The compact pushchair fits snuggly inside. 
Push the ‘close boot’ button inside the boot lid and 
it automatically shuts. 

How the other half live, but then their energies 
are better spent in monitoring share prices or some 
other such intelligent activity. 

Irritatingly though, the rear seats are not large 
enough for adults, and while Harriett’s baby seat 
fits, my wife’s front seat has to be far forward, 
meaning that it’s not as comfy as it could be for 
Caroline. 

On opening the large and chunky door the driver 
slides into the most comfortable seat imaginable, 
finished in hand-stitched leather - an incredibly 
opulent environment. 

In comparison to say, a Skoda Superb, it is clear¬ 
ly noticeable how supportive the Bentley’s front 
massage seats are, particularly for the lower back. 

Leather seats can get sticky on a hot day and the 
Bentley’s incorporate a useful cold function (and 
they can be heated, too). 

The front seats intelligently recognise when 
they’re occupied and cleverly offer up the seatbelts, 
saving passengers from painfully stretching back¬ 
wards to reach, as is so often the way in cabriolets. 

The dash is finished in highly varnished Tamo 
ash wood with lashings of chrome. Sunglasses can 
be kept in the ash-covered Breitling case in the cen¬ 
tre, and there’s a complimentary Breitling clock, 
too. 



There is a traditional ignition and a push start giv¬ 
ing the driver choice. One qualm is that the ignition 
key resides to the far right of the dashboard close to 
the driver’s window. An ideal location for a thief to 
pocket them at the traffic lights when the hood or 
windows are down. 

It is an absolute joy, though, to hear the gravelly 
tone of the six-litre W12 engine, which sounds like 
a highly refined racing car, and it doesn’t disap¬ 
point, if anything exceeding expectations. 

The driver must respect this exquisitely-engi¬ 
neered vehicle because press that accelerator too 
eagerly and you will lose control. 

Few cars will reach 0-60mph in 4.4 seconds and 
have a top speed of 198mph. Its abilities can be par¬ 
tially experienced pulling off a roundabout with a 
clear run ahead. 

Just push the accelerator down and be prepared to 
be stunned. 

The smooth responsive six speed auto is easy to 
use while there are paddleshifts for those wanting to 
drive like a manual. The force experienced isn’t dis¬ 
similar to that felt when taking off in an aircraft. 

This is further enhanced by the hard, sporty ride 
and the accompanying wind when the roof is down. 
There’s even a neck warmer making it possible to 
drive topless in the coldest of climes. 

Helpfully, the roof can rise or drop at speeds of 
up to 20mph. When it’s up you would be forgiven 
for thinking that you were in a luxury saloon, it’s so 
quiet. 

A wide vehicle, it makes a better motorway cruis¬ 
er than a country lane crawler. Handling is exem¬ 
plary, though. Unsurprisingly, famous Bentley 
Continental GT owners have included Liverpool 
captain Steven Gerrard. 


Parkers, the car experts, say: “Any fears that new 
owner Volkswagen wasn’t going to deliver a proper 
Bentley with its first model in charge were instantly 
dismissed with the arrival of the Continental GT. 
This opulent coupe offers real 200mph perform¬ 
ance. The four-wheel drive chassis and W12 engine 
are actually shared with the Phaeton, Volkswagen’s 
attempt at a BMW 7-series rivalling saloon, but the 
two cars are certainly not clones.” 

This is one car that everyone should drive at least 
once in their lives.
